tirely correct. Of the Sierra Club, a 
perennial opponent of housing in the 
cases he describes, Frieden writes 
that two-thirds of the members are in 
typically upper-middle-class occupa- 
tions; they are lawyers, doctors, pro- 
fessors, teachers, executives, and the 
like. More than half have _post- 
graduate educations. And, as if to 
twist the knife, he writes, ‘‘When 
asked, ‘Should the Club concern it- 
self with the conservation problems 
of such special groups as the urban 
poor and ethnic minorities?’ 58 per- 
cent of the members answered that 
they either strongly or ‘somewhat’ 
opposed such involvement.”’
